House Republicans aimed a new 
$3,000,000,000 c\|t today at a lump 
sum $30,300,000,000 appropriation 
bill already tentatively trimmed 
by $.1,200,000,000. 


The Mil carries most of Presi- 


dent TrUnnan's budget rcconiaieR- 
dntion* for federal agencies for 
the 1951 flscfll year, starting next 
July 1. It is due to be considered 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee starting next Monday and 
is slated for floor debate March 
%

The tentative reduction was re- 


ported by members of the power- 
ful "central" subcommittee of the 
appropriations group. 
The cut 


does not affect foreign aid funds, 
nor does it apply to the so-called 
permanent and indefinite appro- 
priations and trust funds which 
cannot be trimmed. All together 
they account for about $12,000,- 
000,000. 
The committee action would 
make the federal deficit for the 
tlacal year 1951 about $4,000,000,- 
000 —• assuming that Congress 
sticks to Its apparent determina- 
tion not to raise taxes this year. 


Another cut of $3,000,000,000 
in the omnibus measure would 
lower th<? anticipated deficit to 
$1,000,000,000, and that is what 
G.O.P. fiscal leaders are driving 
for. 


Ought to Be M Billions 


"If we are going to get close to 
a balanced budget, this bill ought 
to be around $26,000,000,000," 
Rep, Taber <B,-N. V.) told news- 
men. Taber, top Republican on 
the appropriations group, would 
not comment on the reported cut 
of $1,200,000,000 already tenta? 
lively made. 
Republicans may try to effect 
more reduction when the bill goes 
before the full committee. 
But some of their strategists be- 
lieve the place to do the cutting 
Is on the House floor. Their 
theory is that if any substantial 
economics are made in the com- 
mittee, Chairman Cannon (D-Mo.) 
nhd the Democratic majority will 
claim the credit. 
They also figure that> this being 
a congressional election year, they 
can pick up strong backing ^or 
amendments to trim the scores of 
items that make up the bill's to- 
tals.

"general walkout" last Friday to 
protest against dismissal of .a 
worker the union claimed was 
fired for union activity. The com- 
pany said the worker was fired, 
because he had been taking one or 
two day* off each week. 
The union claims 125 walked 
out at the plant here, where 21Q 
are employed. 
The company 
places the figure at 75 and says 
about 20 of the 100 employed in 
Roeendale are on strike. 
Sporadic outbreaks of violence 
near the Hudson plant since the 
strike was called have resulted in 
eight arrests. Most of those ar- 
resteiS were charge^ with disor- 
derly conduct or assault.

persona were arrested 
Thursday in picket line disturb- 
ances at the plant. 
The urilon is attempting to 
organize workers at the firm's 17 
plants, all in the tipper Hudson 
River valley.

History Is Keynote 


Mrs. Roosevelt Declares 


It Will Be Joy to See 
Students Busy 


Hyde Park, N.-Y,, March 17 m 


—President Franklin B. Roose- 
velt- kept a copy of almost every 
letter he wrote, and almost every 
letter he received after he began 
his political climb, 


Today more than 5,000,000 of 


these letters became public prop- 
erty — a mirror to one of the vital 
eras of world history. 


Brief ceremonies marked the 


event at the Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jilirary here. It took two and 
• half years to index the papers. 


Tliere are letters to kings and 
to high and low-born men whose 
names are marked forever In his- 
tory, And there are humble Jet- 
tcrs, the voice of the average 
American as he took pen in hand 
and wrote to the white House 
during Mr. Roosevelt's 12 years 
in office. 
About 85 per cent of. all the 
letters became public property. 
The rest were : withheld for an- 
other 25 years. They might em- 
barrass persons still alive, or 
might affect our relation* with 
Other nations. 
Th« letters are hi boxes which 
fill the shelves lining four rooms 
of the federal library. 
Confidential letter* are marked 


by red folders. 
* Said Mrs. Franklin D, Roose- 
velt at the ceremony:

"With the tremendous public 
thirst 'for the- fact* concerning the 
stirring events of the, past .two 
decades,; it. will be a useful and 
healthy thing for Important seg- 
ments of the story of these years 
to be available here to all who

The papers will not be avail- 
able to the, general public. Only 
accredited scholars and research* 
ers will' Have access to them. 
On Jane 15, 1940, Mr; Soote- 
velt -set In motion a chain of 
events that led to discovery Of 
the atom bomb. In a lette* to 
t)r. Vaimevar Bush, Mr. Roose- 
velt made the scientist chairman 
of the National Defense Research 
Committee, adding: 
"Recently, I appointed a special 
committee * * * to study into the 
possible relationship to national 
defense of recent discoveries in 
the field of atomlstics, notably 
the fission of uranium. 
"I will now request that this 
committee report directly to you 
as the functtoa of your committee 
Includes this special matter and 
your committee may consider it 
advisable to support special stud* 
ies on this subject," 
. 
Two days before -Pearl Harbor 
— on Bee, 5, 1940— • Mr. Roosevelt 
asked Wendell t. WOlkfe to make 
a good will tear of New Zealand 
and Australia as a, White House 
representative. 
To the man he defeated in the 
1940 presidential 
election, Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote in part:

Gibbs Is Declared 


Guilty of First 
Degree Count 


in Slaying

A sobbing Franklin and Marshall 
College student was marked last 
night for death in the electric 
chair In the "impulse" slaying of 
Marian Louise Baker. 


A jury of seven men and five 


women found dark-haired Edward 
Lester Gibbs, 25-year-old senior 
from Pitman, N...J,, guilty of ttmt 
degree niwder with the death 
penalty mandatory,

jurors had deliberated four hours 
and 45 minutes, 
Gibbs' 
attornuy, 
A. Hensel 
Brown, made an immediate oral 
motion for an appeal and said he 
would file a written plea within 
the allotted 35 days. If the mo- 
tion Is denied, Bi own said ha will 
ftppeftl to the state Supreme 
Court,

steadfastly 
maintained 
through his four- day trial that he 
killed 
the 
prutty 
21-year-old

First Slush Verdict 


The verdict of guilty of murder 
in the first degree with the death 
penalty marked the first such find- 
ing' by a Lancaster county jury. 
Several death sentences, however, 
have been imposed by judges in 
this county, heavily populated by 
members of the Arnlsh and Men- 
nonite faiths— both opposed to 
capital punishment. 
If the former air force veteran 
goes to the Electric chair, it will 
mark the eighth electrocution in 
the county's history.

Gibbs' father, J. Lester Gibbs 
of Pitman, collapsed in the court- 
room as his tearful son; hand- 
cuffed to Deputy Sheriff Zerphey 
was ted away.

A cot was brought into .the 
courtroom for the elder Gibbs and 
two physicians were summoned 
to aid the stricken man. Later he 
was able to walk out of the court- 
room, assisted by friends. 


After the trial, both District At- 
tomey John M. Ranck and Defense 
counsel W. Hensel Brown said 
they thought the trial was a fair 
one. 
Brown said however he 
wanted to look over the case to 
"see what errors were made, if 
any."

Meanwhile, as the convicted 
slayer stepped from the elevator 
oh the first floor of the courthouse 
on his way back to prison, he 
grimaced and swung at news pho- 
tographers who attempted to take 
his picture.

The question o£ whether the 
city of New York can be held 
liable for any damage to crops 
caused by its attempts at making 
rain involves many fine points of 
law. 
At tha m'esent time, thp 
question is purely academic. 
If, as Is jrossible,'rain-making 
attempts in only a slight increase 
in rainfall and no business is hurt 
or crops washed out, the legal 
implications are not important, 
New 
York's 
Mayor 
William 
O'Dwyer wan quoted by the New 
York Herald Tribune on March 
1.4 as saying be "couldn't imagine 
any" legal difficulties which might 
arise from the project. 


On the other hand, if * deluge 
of rain comes while ejroerimenters 
are at work, area residents, par- 
ticularly farmers, might file suit 
against the city for alleged dam- 
age to crops. Numerous comments 


and letters received from water- 
shed residents indicate that they 
will not hesitate uj flle suit If 
they 
feel 
increased 
rainfall 
causes them hardship and toss. 
The Ulster County Pomona 
Grange on March 3 adopted a

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INDUSTRY'S GROWTH NECESSARY 
Heavy unemployment used to be con- 


sidered one of the hallmarks of depression, 
but that day seems to be passing. 


According to government figures, some 


4,700,000 persons were out of work in •mid- 
February. Offhand that sounds like a pretty 
sizable pool of Jobless, but the economists 
don't view It too seriously. 


For the whole country, the unemployed 


represent around seven per cent of the labor 
force. Less than half the total have been 
out of work for as long as two months. Most 
of these are people moving from job to job. 


The picture isn't so rosy, of course, in 


certain specific areas. Latest federal data 
show forty-three "distress" regions where 
unemployment is at least twelve per cent. 
Only thirty-nine were in this category the 
previous month. 
/ 


Yet despite these black spots and the 


rather high national total of jobless, the out- 
look for business i» not bleak. Most experts 
today are predicting prosperous activity for 
the remainder of 1950 and perhaps through- 
out 1951, too. 


President Truman's economic advisers 


maintain their general optimism even though 
they believe U. S. unemployment may go to 
5,500,000 this summer and possibly keep on 
rising into the fall iind winter: 


They are banking on the continuance of 


heavy demand in many basic fields. Market 
studies support their confidence. Not the 
least encouraging factor is the uninterrupted 
rise in the U. & population. It's on this that 
many businessmen found their plans for 
expansion. 


This very gain in population, however, 


accounts in part for the paradox of swelling 
unemployment in the midst of prosperity. 
Every year about 600,000 new workers start 
hunting for jobs. Industry must grow at 
least as fast as the population to absorb this 
steady stream. 


To aggravate this problem, Industry now 


Is stepping up Its productivity. That Is, the 
output per man. Productivity rose pretty con- 
stantly in the decades up to World War n, 
but then slacked off. In the first post-war 
years, it was down below pre-war levels. But 
in 194& it picked up again. About three per 
cent fewer workers were needed to turn out 
approximately the same goods and services 
as were produced in 1948. 


If this productivity trend continues, and 


that is considered both likely and desirable, 
then more and more goods will be made by 
fewer and fewer workers in the years ahead. 
Obviously that can only add to unemployed 
rolls unless industrial expansion offsets this 
factor. 


So, while economists are cheerful, they 


are also keenly aware of the need for pro- 
moting industrial growth to make Job room 
for the millions of new workers and tech- 
nologically unemployed. 


And there is even talk of restoring some 


kind of pump-priming W.P.A. at an early 
date, to cushion the effect of the often pain- 
ful 
adjustments necessary. 'We've only 


recently been introduced to the idea of unbal- 
anced budgets in prosperous times; now we 
may see « job-making WJP.A. side by side 
with an industry producing at record rates 
and employing more people than ever Jn 
history. 


CREATING SAFETY 


There were 50,000 fewer accidents in New 


Jersey in 1949 than in 1948. State officials 
figure that the 1949 bill for accidents was 
$25,000,000 less than that for 1948. The 
reduction in the number of accidental deaths 
was 342. 


All of this saving did not just happen, says 


Governor Alfred E. Drlscoll. He says it is 
the fruit of an accident prevention campaign, 
not by the state government but by the State 
Safety Council, which is privately run and 
financed. The state government cooperates 
through fourteen of its agencies. The coun- 
cil began its campaign three years ago, and 
is now beginning to see real results. 


A fruitful campaign like this is clearly 


worthwhile in many ways. The savings in 
lives and injuries alone is enough to justify

OCR DIKTY CITIES 


A* I travel about the country, I am appaBed by 


the change that has com* over our cities. They 
ar« dirty. Their street* are dirty. They have 
lost the iplo-and-apan appearance which they had 
«ven In the pepresalon year*. There seem no 
longer to be "good neighborhoods" except l« the 
suburbs. 


The excuse usually Is, for the larger cities, that 
parked ears prevent proper cleaning of the streets. 
But that does not explain why the cars are parked 
constantly day and night so that streets may not be 
cleaned. Nor does It .explain why every open lot, 
wherever a building Iras been torn down, becomes 
an eyesore, a dump. Nor does it explain the un- 
finished appearance of every city as one enters it 
either by railroad or by automobile. 
The real answer is, of course, that, as our cities 
have grown, they have become too expensive tarun. 
New York, for instance, is so large as to be un- 
manageable by the kind of officials we get True, 
the Mayor and other elected'officials are not ex- 
pected to be experts about anything but getting 
electee. It is hoped, however, that they would 
scour the country fa? experts in the various fields 
of city management. Few competent men will ac- 
cept positions which involve a running row with 
politician! and pressure groups, 


The result is that our municipalities get the 
small fry who are satisfied with jobs which even 
if they managed them to the best of their abilities, 
would not be managed at aU. There are some men 
who enter this service for the public good and they 
stay on no matter what the torture of the spirit, 
Such men are the exceptions. 
In New York, where there are about 100 de- 
partments, one might select two or three as top 
grade managers—Robert Moses, Raymond HHllard, 
Dr. William Jnnsen. There are some others who 
are thoroughly honest and passably efficient. But 
to offset them is a host of political operators who 
are given managerial positions as rewards for po- 
litical activity. 


For Instance, the Planning Commission in any 
large city is tremendously important. In a grow- 
ing city of 8,000,000 it is of paramount significance. 
To head such a commission, a man should possess 
a knowledge of municipal engineering; he should 
have a wide grasp of the sociology of his area; he 
should have a firm understanding of financial prob- 
lems, not only of the municipality but of its people. 
He should be imaginative but not a day-dreamer. 
It would best be an honorary position, headed up 
by a citizen of outstanding success and experience, 
To it. in New York, has been appointed Jerry 
Flnkelstetn, the manager of Mayor O'Dwyer's cam- 
paign for re-election. That is Mr. Finkelstein's 
chief virtue, namely, that he successfully managed 
ai re-election campaign. Prior to this, he had been 
the publisher of u dfvll service papier. 
There ts nothing Jn his record to show a par- 
ticular capacity for the great task of municipal 
planning, certainly not for a «lty of 8/100,000. He 
was in office only six wetks when he asked that his 
budget be trebled, which if a characteristic of the 
new race of public servants who. measure their 
achievements by the size of their expenditures. 
Nothing In his career would encourage anyone to 
believe that at last a managerial paragon has come 
to the task. 


The purpose of these comments is not to single 
o«t Mr. FlnfceJateln or his appointment for criti- 
cism. It is rather to call attention to the in- 
adequacy of top level personnel in our municipal!- 
tkm, Cttfes have grown too large and their ccm- 
plexitles aro too great for poflcal appointments 
limited to good fellows and popular young men, 
what Is needed Is managerial skill of the highest 
order, capable o* doing the kind of work that such 
an enormous task requires. 
, 
Robert Moses, In an address in Buffalo, said: 
"Government work is expanding constantly, 
whether w» like it or not, becomes more and mor* 
Intricate, and demands better and better adminis- 
trators when it seems as if, in the. absence of incen- 
tives, ther* are less and less available. . , ." 
It takes knowledge, skill, experience and 
imagination to manage municipalities. Too few are 
chosen because they possess these qualities; too 
many because they bring votes to the elected 
officials.

The patient 
was in other words, supposed to know what was 
wrong with him and make his own diagnosis. As «t 
mister of fact, patients frequently have some symp- 
toms which they think are caused by a certain a|l- 
ment when they are really caused by another ail- 
ment entirely. 


What may appear to be a similar method of. 
diagnosis a a sheet of questions which the patient 
Is given by the busy physician before he Is exam» 
ined. rhe first thing your doctor asks is a hittory 
of you, your work, your family or domestic life 
your occupation and whether or not; you like your 
work. He then wants to know your symptoms, how 
and when they appear, how long they last, whether 
pain is sharp, dull, nagging, and many other ques- 
tions. As all this questioning takes Up a lot of time, 
It can be seen that the patient's answering all these 
questions before the examination is a great help to 
the physician,

proving Your Diagnosis, states, "taking e good his- 
tory calls for time, more time than may be devoted 
to every patient If one could only separate, thoso 
patients needing « thorough history from 'those 
who do not." The patient himself may 811 oat a 
form indicating his symptoms in response to simple 
questions. 
^ £orneS M^teal Index as. developed at Cor- 
nell Medical College is one of the latest and best 
questionnaires, By encircling "Yes"'or "No" at the 
end of a question, th» patient shows what fields 
Sh2ull,be follow«i «P. 185 questions are printed on 
a double sheet of paper.

U. S. Won't Stand for Indo-Chlna Meddltn?

Washington, March 17—Russia 


has, in effect, bs«n wurned that, |f 
the Communist forces or guer- 
rillas from China start any ag- 
gressive action IK southeast Asia 
in general and Indo-China tn par* 
ticular, military resistance could 
conceivably be the result. The 
speech by the secretary of stale, 
Dean Achcson, In San Francisco 
has that Implicit meaning. 
This is what's called In military 
circles "Drawing the Una and he- 
Ing willing: to take a stand on such 
a line." 
The same approach was used in 
Greece and Turkey when the so- 
called Truman doctrine was first 
announced in 1$47. 
It means in both instances that 
the military and e c o n o m i c 
Htrsngth'of the Unitod States can 
be so concentrated as to help the 
Invaded smaller countries to re- 
sist aggression, 
The Importance of the move In 
the cold war can hflrdiy be exag- 
gerated. It is apparently a de- 
liberate step Browing out of "to- 
tal diplomacy—the uso of all mil- 
itary, economic and diplomatic 
resources—in dealing with Russia. 
What gives the step Its real po- 
tentiality la that tho Russians 
know full well what it means. If, 
as is so often claimed hereabouts, 
physical force Is the only lan- 
guage the Russians can under- 
stand, then the Acheson speech 
forewarns publicly of the possible 
use of such force. It Is not to be 
construed as the threat of a na- 
tion interested in provoking trou- 
ble. On the contrary, U is (ho 
defensive act ot a nation which 
wants to prevent trouble. 
For (Several weeks now dis- 
patches from the Asiatic area 
have indicated that, having be- 
come the dominant factor in 
China, the Communist* intend to 
push on into southeast Asia and 
impair the sovereignty of other 
countries tn a series of moves cal- 
culated to harass the United 
States.

that fcxxj prices don't drop fast 
or lar, at the farm level. One 
food executive ttiinks that farm 
prices may hold about where they 
are; but most seem to think 
they'll sUp a, little lower. 
The surpluses hanging over the 
market should lend their weight 
to pushing' prices, at the store 
level, a ttttle lower. And the big 
food processors, who have been 
doing very wen- in recent £ears, 
have put large turns into expan- 
sion, and also into better equip- 
ment. Thar* beginning to pay off 
now In more eflkiency and lower 
production costs. 
\ 
"The trend of food prices in 
general is downward," says Clar- 
ence Francis, chairman of- Gen- 
eral Foods Corp. "Tho slide will 
be very gradual because of gov- 
ernment farm price supports." 
Another factor tending to in- 


<Jtoee food companies' to' shave 
prices, wherever possible is grow- 
ing competition. 


"Competitive conditions in our 
Industry are intensifying," says 
Joel S. Mitchells president of 
Standard Brands. "Supplies are 
increasingly plentiful, and price 
and quality considerations are be-

Little Change Seen 


But one food industry leader at 


least sees little change In his own 
field—dairy products 
Theodore 


G Montague, president of the Bor- 
den Company, says: 


"Farm prices are at the floor 
right now, I foresee no further 
decline in the dairy farm prices, 
except the usual seasonal ones. 
"In 1949 dairy production con- 
ditions, both as to feed and 
weather, were extremely favor- 
able. Not all years can be that 
good" 
* 


Montague also brings up the 
problem that has most of the food 
executives worried. The govern- 
ment farm program 


"In time it must be revised," he 
stys, "because the program will 
produce surpluses that can't be 
handled." 


The 
government 
is 
having 


trouble right now, Already 750 
million bushels of grain and oil 
seeds grown in 3949 have come 
into government hands. About 20 
per cent more cereal was dumped 
onto the government from 
the 
1949 crop than from the 1948 one. 
Federal economists say that farm 
prices now average 22 njer cent 
hekw tho postwar highs, ond may 
drop 10 per cent further this 
year. 


Finding It Harder 


Uncle Sam is finding it ever 
harder to get rid of his surpluses.) 
The Agriculture Department re-, 
ports today that exports of grain 
and grain products this season 
are running jnorc than 20 per I 


cent below last season's record 
volume. 


So far this year the govern- 


ment has been buying .^around 
one-and-a-half million pounds of 
dried eggs a week. Spring is pep- 
ping up the hens and vvlth CRJT 
production 
rising,

buying may go to three million 
pounds a week in April, some fed- 
eral men think, 
They are also worried by the 
drop of hog prices close to the 
price support floor. Hogs are hit- 
ting the market at a rate 10 per 
cent higher than a year ago.

INDUSTRY'S GROWTH NECESSARY 
Heavy unemployment used to be con- 


sidered one of the hallmarks of depression 
but that day seems to be passing. 


According to government figures, some 


4,700,000 persons were out of work in'mid- 
February. Offhand that sounds like a pretty 
sizable pool of jobless, but the economists 
don't view it too seriously. 


For the whole country, the unemployed 


represent around seven per cent of the labor 
force. Less than half the total have been 
out of work for as long as two months. Most 
of these are people moving from job to job 


The picture isn't so rosy, of course, in 


certain specific areas. Latest federal data 
show forty-three "distress" regions where 
unemployment is at least twelve per cent. 
Only thirty-nine were in this category the 
previous month. 


Yet despite these black, spots and the 


rather high national total of jobless, the out- 
look for business is not bleak. Most experts 
today are predicting prosperous activity for 
the remainder of 1950 and perhaps through- 
out 1951, too, 


President Truman's economic advisers 


maintain their general optimism even though 
they believe U, S. unemployment may go to 
5,500,000 this summer and possibly keep on 
rising into the full and winter. 


They are banking on the continuance pi 


heavy demand in many basic fields. Market 
studies support their confidence. Not the 
least encouraging factor is the uninterrupted 
rise in the U. S, population. It's on this that 
many businessmen found their plans for 
expansion. 


This very gain in population, however, 


accounts in part for the paradox of swelling 
unemployment in the midst of prosperity. 
Every year about 600,000 new workers start 
hunting for jobs. Industry must grow at 
least as fast as the population to absorb this 
steady stream. 


To aggravate this problem, industry now 


1$ stepping up its productivity. That is, the 
output per man. Productivity rose pretty con- 
stantly in the docades up to World War U, 
but then slacked off. In the first post-war 
years, it was down below pre-war levels. But 
in 1949 it picked up again. About three per 
cent fewer workers were needed to turn out 
approximately the same goods and services 
as were produced in 1948. 


If this productivity trend continues, and 


that is considered both likely and desirable, 
then more and more goods will be made by 
fewer and fewer workers in the years ahead. 
Obviously that can only add to unemployed 
rolls unless industrial expansion offsets this 
factor. 


So, while economists are cheerful, they 


are also keenly aware of the need for pro- 
moting industrial growth to make job room 
for the millions of new workers and tech- 
nologically unemployed. 


And there is even talk of restoring some 


kind of pump-priming W.P.A. at an early 
date, to cushion the effect of the often pain- 
ful 
adjustments necessary. 'We've only 


recently been introduced to the idea of unbal- 
anced budgets in prosperous times; now we 
may see a job-making W.P.A. side by side 
with an industry producing at record rates 
and employing more people than ever in 
history. 


CREATIING SAFETY 


There were 50,000 fewer accidents in New 


Jersey in 1949 than in 194S. State officials 
figure that the 1949 bill for accidents was' 
$23,000,000 less than that for 1948. The 
reduction in the number of accidental deaths 
was 342. 


All of this saving did not just happen, says 


Governor Alfred E. DriscdL He says it is 
the fruit of an accident prevention campaign, 
not by the state government but by the State 
Safety Council, which is privately run and 
financed. The stnto government cooperates 
through fourteen of its agencies. The coun- 
cil began its campaign three years ago, and 
is now beginning to see real results. 


A fruitful campaign like this is clearly 


worthwhile in mnny ways. The savings hi 
lives and injuries alone is enough to justify

OUR DIRTY CITIES 


A* I travel about the country, I am appalled by 


the change that bat come over our cities. They 
art flirty. Their streets are dirty. They have 
lost the iptc-and-apan appearance which they had 
even In the Depression year*. There seem no 
longer to be "good neighborhoods" except in the 
suburbs. 


The exciae usually to, for the larger cities, that 
parked ears prevent proper cleaning of the street*. 
But that does not explain why the cars are parked 
constantly day and night so that streets may not be 
cleaned. Nor doe* it .explain why every open lot, 
wherever a building Was been torn down, becomes 
an eyesore, a dump. Nor does it explain the un- 
finished appearance of every city as one enters it 
either By railroad or by automobile. 


The real anawcr is, of course, that, as our cities 
have grown, they have become too expensive to run. 
New York, for instance, Is so large as to be un- 
manageable by the Wn<J of officials we get. True, 
the Mayor and other elected* officials are not ex- 
pected to be experts about anything but getting 
elected. It J» hoped, however, that they woulij 
scour th* country for experts to the various fields 
of city management. Few competent men will ac- 
cept positions which Involve a running row with 
politician* and pressure groups, 
' 


The result is that our municipalities get the 
small fry who are satisfied with Jobs which even 
if they managed them to the best of their abllitios. 
Would not be managed at all. There are some men 
who enter this service for the public good and they 
stay on no matter what the torture of the spirit. 
Such mea are the exceptions. 
In New York, where there are about 100 de- 
partments, one might select two or three as top 
grade managers— Robert Moses, Raymond Hilllard, 
or. William Jansen. There are some others who 
are thoroughly honest and passably efficient 
But 
to offset them is a host of political operators who 
are given managerial positions as rewards far po- 
litical activity. 


For Instance, the Wanning Commission in any 
large city is tremendously important. In a grow- 
ing city of 8,000,000 it is of paramount significance. 
To head such a commission, a man should possess 
a knowledge of municipal engineering; he should 
have a wide grasp of the sociology of his area; he 
should have a ten understanding of financial prob- 
lems, not only of the municipality but of its people. 
He should be imaginative but not a day-dreamer, 
It would best be an honorary position, headed up 
by a citizen of outstanding success and experience. 
_, To it, hi New York, has been appointed Jerry 
Flnketoteln. the manager of Mayor O'Dwyer's cam- 
paign for re-election. That is Mr, Finkelstein's 
chief virtue, namely, that he successfully managed 
a re-election campaign. Prior to this, he had been 
the publisher of a civil service paper. 


There is nothing In his record to show ••par- 
ticular capacity for the great task of municipal 
planning, certainly not for a city of 8,000,000. tie 
was in office only six weeks when he asked that his 
budget be trebled, which Is a characteristic of the 
new race of public servants who measure their 
achievements by the size of their expenditures. 
Nothing In his career would encourage anyone to 
believe that at last « managerial paragon has com* 
to the task, 


The pwpose of these comments is not to single 
out Mr. Finkelstein or his appointment for criti- 
cism. It is rather to call attention to the in- 
adequacy of top level personnel in our municipali- 
ties. Cities have grown too large and their com- 
plexlttes aro too great for poSeal appointments 
limited to good fellows and popular young men. 
what Is needed is managerial skill of the highest 
order, capable of doing the kind of work that such 
an enormous task requires. 


Robert Moses, In 'an address la Buffalo, said: 
"Governmeiit work is expanding constantly, 
whether we like It or not, becomes more and more 
intricate, and demands better and better adminis- 
trators when it seems as if, In the. absence of Incen- 
tives, there are less and less available. ..." 
It takes knowledge, skill, experience and 
imagination to manage municipalities. Too few are 
chosen because they possess these qualities; too 
many because they bring votes to the elected 
officials.

SAVING TIME FOR THI PHYSICIAN 


Many of us laughed when we read some years 


ago that in English railway stations one could in- 
sert a coin in a slot machine on which various ail- 
ments were printed and the medicine for that ail- 
ment would come out of the machine. The patient 
was in other words, supposed to know what was 
wrong with him and make his own diagnosis. As a 
waiter of fact, patients frequently have some symp- 
toms which they think are caused by a certain aU- 
ment when they are really caused by another, ail- 
ment entirely. 


What may appear to be a similar method ot 
diagnosis is a sheet of questions which the patient 
Is given by the busy physician before he is exam- 
ined, The first thing your doctor asks is a history 
of you, your work, your family or domestic life, 
your occupation and whether or not you like your 
work. Ho then wants to know your symptoms, now 
and when they appear, how long they last, Whether 
pain Is sharp, dun. nagging, and many other ques- 
tions, As all this questioning takes up a tot of time, 
it can be seen that the patient's answering all these 
questions before the examination is a great help to 
the physician,

proving Your Diagnosis, states, "taking a good his- 
tory calls for time, more time than may bo devoted 
to every patient. If one could only separate those 
patients needing a thorough history from thoso.

Jerky Mr. Truman

Tho State Department was also 
upset when Mr. Truman hurried- 
ly granted an interview with New 
York Times Correspondent, - Ar- 
thur Krocki after Krock shrewdly 
cornered him at a dinner party 
given by Sen. Brien McMahon 
of Conneoticutr. The President, 
in festive mood, definitely prom- 
ised Krock the interview, and 
kept his word immediately there- 
after, despito a previous promise 
to Secretary Aclicson that he 
would make no public statements 
on foreign poHcy without State 
Department clearance.

him at the same table. 
2. The Russians, in contrast, 


have a fixed, firm continuous pol- 
icy—namely, to break the demo- 
cratic systems of the free world, 
And while they may bend this 
policy ever so slightly, they have 
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not and apparently will not 
break It, merely because of a 
peace conference or at the behest 
of 
any democratic 
president, 
prime minister or potentate. They 
will attend peace conferences, 
and th<-y will make magnificent 
speeches about warmongers in 
the rest of the world. But they 
will always sabotage that con- 
ference. 


Trouble Inshto Ruiiia. 


These are the State Depart- 
ment's ideas; and most diplomats 
und diplomatic observers believe 
these Ideas are correct. 


The inescapable fact is that (he 
14 men In the Politburo, who 
really make Soviet policy, are not 
going U> change, no matter what 
Truman or anyone else in the 
U.S.A. says or does, 
The only 
thing that will change them Is 
major force at .home or major 
force aliroad. 


As previously pointed out In 
these columns, all is not well 
either inside the satellite coun- 
tries or inside Russia itself. There 
has been virtual revolt hi Bul- 
garia, with section* of the army 
deserting; and there has bean 
seething Unrest in Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 
Unquestionably 
this is behind th* crackdowns 
against the American legation and 
Robert 
Vogeler. Th« Russians 


don't want us to know what is 
happening In these areas. 
They fear that we will use the 
present restlessness of Soviet peo- 
ples to start e major propaganda 
drive ttt win them over to the 
free world. But they don't know 
how unimaginative and moribund 
we have become. 


What they fear-could be don*. 
But not by abrupt White House 
handOttfci; not by Harry-and-Joe 
peace conferences; only by some 
of the most skillful planning for 
total diplomacy this country has 
ever seen.

The surpluses hanging over the 
market should tend their weight 
to pushing prices, at the store 
level, a little lower And the big 
food processors, who have been 
doing very well- in recent ^ears, 
have put large sums into expan- 
sion, and also into better equip- 
ment TJiars beginning to pay off 
now In more efficiency ana lower 
production costs.

general is downward," says Clar- 
ence Francis, chairman of Gen- 
eral Foods Corp. "The slide will 
be very gradual because of gov- 
ernment farm price supports."

Claims for nearly 
one million dollars in damages 
were filed against the city, out 
were dismissed by the court, 
which refused to accept as proved 
the allegation that man-induced 
rain making was involved.

. In applying existing law to rain* 
making cases, it is necessary to 
determine whether clouds legally 
are portion* of air space, or 
whether they are objects. That 
is where the wild ducks and air- 
planes come into the picture. 
If clouds are air space, the law 
applying to their ownership and 
use goes back to Sir Edward Coke, 
lord chief, justice of England, who 
lived from 15S2 to 1634,Tu*rd Coke 
ruled, "Cujua est solum ejus est 
usque ad coelum," or; "he who 
has the soil owns upward into 
heavoii;" 
This theory, however, was mod- 


Wed considerably With the corning 
of the airplane. Now, anyone may 
use air above private property 
unless such use interfers with 
"present enjoyment" of the prop- 
erty, courts have ruted. Whether 
rain making Interfers with "pres- 
ent enjoyment" remains to be de- 
cided. 


But clouds'move through the 
air with a direction and speed 
which are not controllable. Per- 
haps they therefore are not air 
space, but objects, like wild ducks. 
If so, the law applying to wild 
ducks would apply to clouds. Then 
according to law, the only method 
of gaining control so as to acquire 
ownership is by causing the object 
to fall to the ground, 
Blaustein in the.

He takes a clear-eyed look at 


himself, "A fat middle-aged bloke

There he re- 
mained from the .middle of 1917 
until the beginning of 1919, guard- 
ing those eleven tins, sending 
monthly reports upon an enor- 
mous official form with just one 
entry—"Eleven tins buUy beef." 
Nothing ever happened. Just one 
of many instances of colossal stu- 
pidities of overlapping authority 
at a time of crisis.

That wag bad enough but the 
period directly following demobili- 
zation was for him and for many, 
many others very grim. Jobs were 
almost non-cxist, mostly 
sales- 
manships on commission. However 
George was by nature a good 
salesrrtan and so finally got a job 
In an insurance office, which in 
1938 j>aid him ?35 weekly, con- 
sidered high at that time in Eng- 
land! 
Eventually George got that va- 
cation in Lower Binfleld. In the 
twenty years since he was test 
there the place had grown from 
about two to twenty-five thou- 
sand.

Of Trip Tickete at 
Reduced Price 


New York, March 1? (Special) 


—The Public Service Commission 
today announced It has ordered 
the New York Central Railroad 
ia sell at reduced price. 26 trip 
tickets between New York and all 
stations to Rhlneclilt on the Hud- 
son Division and to Chatham on 
the Harlem Division, 


An. order of last December 14 
had limited the sale oC such 
tickets to points within 75 miles 
of New York city which cut out 
the last three stations on the Hud- 
son Division and the last 13 
stations on th« Harlem Division. 
Today's order restores those 
tickets. 
The December order of the 


Commission had been in conjunc- 
tion with the railroad's applica- 
tion for increased fares. It stated 
thftt the 26 trip tic»cot» should be 
sold, for travnl to and 
from 
the citys of New York, Albany, 
Syracuse^ Rochester and Buffalo 
for a uniform maximum distance 
of 75 miles. 


After this order had been tn 
effect a short time, the commis-
